The Office of Contract Compliance (OCC) has reviewed the two bids for minority and female business
enterprise participation. Due to the specialty trades needed for this contract, both bidders were
unsuccessful in subcontracting work to M/FBEs. The scope of work for this project consists of the
following line items:

* Remove and transport (in whole or in part) each Centrifuge to personally owned repair facilities.
* Repair and transport Centrifuges back to the respective Water reclamation Centers (WRC).
¢ Install, align, and test the rotating assembly and/or Centrifuge Gear Box or Hydraulic Drive.

Notes: These Centrifuges are extremely large and require heavy equipment to repair and transport
to and from each WRC.

The above referenced line items are considered to be non-traditional in nature which makes it difficult to
identify M/FBEs that perform these services. Therefore, OCC will allow both bidders to move forward in
the contracting process without penalty.
